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World Nations Watching Results 
Alberta Stream-Forest Experiment 


At HREE CREEKS, splashing side by side into 
the McLeod River sixty-five miles south- 
east of Edson, are starring in an experiment 
which may influence forest and watershed mana- 
gement practices all along the eastern slopes of 
the Rocky Mountains, and which will also pro- 
vide data to an 80-nation UNESCO study of the 
earth’s water resources. 

This project is a joint undertaking by the 
Fish and Wildlife Branch and the Alberta Forest 
Service of the Department of Lands and Forests. 
Other co-operating agencies are the Water Re- 
sources Branch of the Department of Agriculture, 
North Western Pulp and Power Limited of 
Hinton, the Meteorology Branch of the Federal 
Department of Transport, and the Water Re- 
sources and Mines branches of the Federal De- 
partment of Mines and Technical Surveys. 

Known as the Tri-Creek Watershed Investi- 
gation, the study is designed to find out exactly 
what happens to small forest streams when forest 
harvesting removes the tree cover from their 
drainage basins. Changes in water yield and 
quality. increased levels of siltation, and the ef- 
fects of these changes on fish populations will be 
carefully measured. It may take fifteen to twenty 
years to complete the experiment. 

During this time, data from the project will 
go into a UNESCO study which began in 1965, 
called the International Hydrological Decade. It 
aims at increased undertsanding of the effects 
man has on his natural water supply. The Tri- 
Creek study can help to show how sediment 
yields increase, and water qualities change when 
patterns of forest land use are altered. 

In Alberta, the Tri-Creek findings will be 
applied to balancing the needs of forest products 
industries for raw materials, with the need to 
protect and conserve the catch basins which 
produce our water supplies. 

Initial selection of the Wampus, Deerlick 
and Eunice Creek watersheds was made in 1965, 
and a special reservation was placed on them. 
Oil exploration in the area was halted. 

North Western Pulp and Power Limited of 
Hinton will co-operate with the Alberta Forest 
Service when it is time to lay out the cutting 
program. There are about 23 square miles of 
forest involved, much of it 60 year old stands 
of lodgepole pine and western white spruce. Cut- 
ting is expected to begin sometime after 1972. 

Pulp cutting follows ground rules drawn up 
by the Forest Management Branch. Normally, 
no more than fifty percent of the stands are cut 
in an area during the first “go-round.” Pure 
spruce types are normally cut in 35 and lodge- 
pole pine in alternate 70 acre strips or patches. 
Ten years later, when growth has re-generated 
in the original clear-cut areas, the second half 
may be harvested. Special reserve strips are 
left along roads and water courses. 

For the experiment, Deerlick Creek basin 
will be cut over in much larger blocks, for ex- 
perimental purposes, up to 600 acres and right 
up to the edges of the stream. Wampus Creek 
will receive a normal treatment as per the pre- 
sent ground rules, with a variety of cutting pat- 
terns applied. Eunice Creek will be left un- 
touched during the life of the experiment, for 
comparison. 

Until cutting begins, initial measurements will 
be made of water yield and quality, sediment 
loads, channel characteristics, fish habitat and 
populations. These measurements will continue 
for up to ten years after pulp cutting commences, 
in order to record accurate and fairly long term 
effects, and to reach reliable conclusions. 

Three 100-yard long sections have been 
chosen in the lower, middle and upper reaches 


of each creek, for biological sampling. 


Systematic monitoring of trout populations, 
together with sampling and counting of aquatic 
insects upon which the trout feed will be done 
in these nine sections. 

Using a back-pack fish shocker, biologists 
bring the trout to the surface where they can 
be scooped up. Lengths to the nearest tenth of 
an inch, weights to the nearest one-hundreth 
of an ounce, and scale scrapings for age analysis 
are taken before the fish are released back into 
the water. Electro-fishing does no permanent 
harm. 

Every ten feet along the test section, regular 
checks are made of water depth and bottom 
composition every eighteen inches on a line 
across the stream. Any increase of silt covering 
of gravel bars found during the experiment will 
be carefully noted. This silting action, caused 
when tree removal creates erosion, can quickly 
suffocate aquatic life in a forest stream. 

Special weirs and gauge stations to measure 
stream run-off are being put in the lower reaches 
by the Water Resources Branch, with technical 
assistance from federal water resources per- 
sonnel. Constant monitoring of flow rates, sedi- 
ment, and water temperatures will be made at 
these stations. Water samples are being analyzed 
by the federal mines branch. 

Higher up, the Meteorology Branch (DOT) 
has put in automatic weather monitoring stations. 
These will constantly record changing air tem- 
peratures, wind yelocity and direction, humidty, 
evaporation, and the intensity and total amounts 
of snow and rain fall. Total precipitation will 
be compared with the rates of water discharge 
from the creeks before and after the trees are 
cut down. e

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Field Crops Are Big Prize Winners 


At Toronto’s 1966 


IELD CROPS OUTSHONE livestock en- 

tries at the Royal Winter Fair in Toronto 
this year, as Alberta field crop entries captured 
three World Championships compared to one 
Grand Championship for livestock. In addition, 
Alberta winnings included one Reserve Grand 
Championship, nine Championships and ten Re- 
serve Championships, along with 42 first, 67 
seconds and 39 thirds. 

The World Champions were Larry C. Hixt 
of Beiseker, named World Wheat King for the 
second year; Tom Rhatigan of Edmonton, who 
won the world title for his entry of Victory oats; 
and Wallace H. Hummel of Milk River, World 
Barley Champion. Alberta's only Grand Champ- 
ionship went to Johnathan Fox of Lloydminster 
for his Hereford bull, and the single Reserve 
Grand Championship was awarded to Floyd 
Bolduc of Staveley for his Market Livestock. 
Alberta entries captured three Championships in 
market cattle, one for dairy products and five 
for field crop entries. Ten Reserve Champion-

dairy products and six for field crops. 

In Field Crops, the first five places for hard

Veterans Home Offers Modern Accommodation, Servic: 


HE NEW EDMONTON Veterans’ Home, providing auxiliary hospital 

and nursing home care for yeterans from the area north of Lacombe, 
was officially opened November 16. 

It was built by the province at a cost of $1.2 million. It replaces 
facilities formerly provided by the Government House Veterans’ Home, 
which is now vacant. 

The new Veterans’ Home is administered by the Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs for Canada. It can care for up to 150 patients at a time. 

Glass-walled corridors link the three single storey sections of the home, 
built on a rise overlooking University Avenue just west of the Aberhart 
Memorial Sanatorium. Two U-shaped wings, each containing 75 beds, 
join onto a central service section. 

Each wing has three twenty-five bed sections. Each section is made 
up of one, two and four bed wards. The North Wing provides more inten- 
sive hospital care for those with medical conditions requiring longer 
periods of recovery and rehabilitation. The South Wing is set up as a 
nursing home, or custodial care unit. 

The central service section has a dining room, arts and crafts room, 
TV and sitting rooms. The servery is connected to the Aberhart Sanatorium 
by tunnel, and meals will be brought to the Veterans’ Home from the 
large Sanatorium kitchens in this way. Facilities for snacks and refresh- 
ments are available in the servery. 

Every effort has been made to lessen the institutional flavour of the 
place in favour of a homelike atmosphere. There are large windows in 
every room, overlooking landscaped vistas. 

In the cul-de-sac formed by each U-shaped dormitory, a patio has 
been laid out for the patients enjoyment. Glass enclosed solaria have been 
added to the ends of each “U”. 

Brick facing is used on the exterior walls of the dormitories for its 
homelike qualities. A concrete exterior is used on the central service core 
for its monumentality. A basement storage area is provided for the belong- 
ings of the residents. 

A chapel has been let into a niche in the north wall of the home. This 
has been decorated with ceramics by an Alberta artist. Another Alberta 























artist has produced a painting for the dining room, which capture 
spirit of the forty year period when these veterans served their cot! 
Photographs of Alberta scenes, and reproductions of famous Can 
paintings enliven the rooms. 

There will be 94 full-time members of the nursing and dietary # 
when the home is used at full capacity. There will also be four Red ‘ 
arts and crafts workers, and a staff of three Corps of Commissionaitt 
tached to the home. 

Landscaping for the large area around the Veterans’ Home has 
done by the Department of Public Works. Featured is an outdoor 0 
area overlooking a pool. Some of the largest trees ever transplant 
Edmonton are now in place on the grounds. 

The first patients in the home are from Government House Vel’ 
Home, and from the Wells and Col. Mewburn pavilions. These {a 
have now been turned over to the Province by the Department of Vet 
Affairs. Government House will form part of the Alberta Cen 
Museum. The Wells and Col. Mewburn Pavilions are being incorp” 
into the University Hospital complex. Active treatment for veter' 
continue to be provided by the University of Alberta Hospital.
